LICENSE AT LAST. 


All High License Substitutes De- 


feated— 2O Saloons Open To- 


Day—Notes of the Session. 


The adjourned meeting of the city 


council was held at the city hall last 
night, Mayor Chambers and all the alder- 
men present. The lobby was packed with 
spectators. 
, The $20,000 public improvement bond 
ordinance was, on motion of Aid. Lake, 
referred to the committee of the whole, 
to be acted on upon call ot the Mayor. 


TUB I>AKB SUBSTITUTE. 


The attempt to pass the 81,000 liquor 


license ordinance, offered as a substitute 
by Lake for the prohibitory ordinance, 
failed, by the following vote on the mo- 
tion to adopt as a whole. Voting aye- 
Alexander, Lake, Boberta, Starr, Wayne 
—5, lacking one ot a majority vote of the 
council. Those voting nay were Gogerty, 
Oakes and Shoemaker—3. Muzzy and 
Diehl refused to vote, though the motion 
to excuse Diehl from voting was lost. 


ASOTHEB SUBSTITUTE. 


At this point Mayor Chambers stated 


that he had a substitute for section four 
of the prohibitory ordinance, which he 
hoped would be voted on without further 
delay to settle the question. The substi- 
tute provides for the payment of $800 as 
a license fee, the provisions being the 
same as those which appeared in the 
Lake substitute. 


Aid. Lake moved the adoption of the 


8SOO substitute. 
Roberts offered an 


amendment, that the amount be changed 
from §800 to $1,000, which motion was 
lost. 
Aid. Roberts then 
offered another 


amendment for section two, with a view 
to cutting oft" the gallon houses in the 
city. It provided that no liquors bo sold 
in any quantity without a license. Aid. 
Muzzy objected to the amendment, on the 
ground that it would out ont wholesale 
houses, and after several unsuccessful 
attempts to put his idea down on paper, 
he gave it up and withdrew everything he 
had said on the subject. Then at the 
suggestion of the Mayor the amendment 
was referred to Attorney Mills to put in 
form the provisions suggested by Muzzy. 


The Roberts amendment was then with- 


drawn, when it was discovered that it 
would amend the wrong section of the 
original ordinance. 


Then Roberts called for ayes and nays 


on motion to raise license from $800 to 
$1,000. The vote was: ayes—Alexander, 
Roberts, Starr and Wayne—4; nays— 
Diehl, Gogerty, Lake, Oakee, Shoemaker 
—5. Muzzy refused to yote, and the mo- 
tion was lost. 
Aid. Gogerty moved an amendment 


that the amount be changed from &800 
to 8GOO. Lost.
